MEDICAL,  DENTAL  AND  CLEANLINESS  INSPECTIONS. 

The  Medical  Inspection  of  children  attending  Primary  Schools 
was  carried  out  on  the  lines  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Education. 

The  Groups  medically  inspected  were:  1st  Group.  (Entrants); 
2nd  Group  (Children  aged  8-9);  3rd  Group  (Children  aged  12  years 
and  over). 

Children  referred  for  treatment  or  observations  at  previous  in- 
spections were  also  re-examined. 

In  addition  to  the  above  examinations,  children  were  specially 
examined  at  fhe  request  of  parents,  teachers  and  school  nurses,  at 
Schools,  Clinics  and  homes. 

Facilities  for  the  examination  of  children  under  school  age  are 
provided  through  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres,  and  in 
those  rural  areas  where  these  Centres  are  not  available,  parents  are 
encouraged  to  bring  their  younger  children  to  the  sc'hool  in  their  area 
at  the  time  of  the  Routine  School  Inspection. 

In  Dental  Inspections,  all  children  are  examined  every  year.  In 
addition,  any  child  noted  at  medical  inspections  to  be  suffering  from 
Oral  Sepsis  is  specially  referred  to  the  Dentist. 

Cleanliness  Inspections  by  the  School  Nurses  are  carried  out 
monthly,  and  all  children  found  unclean  at  these  inspections  are 
specially  re-examined  at  the  schools  or  homes.

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ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT. 

The  Orthopaedic  Clinics  are.  held  at  the  County  War  Hospital, 
Haverfordwest,  and  are  attended  at  regular  intervals  by  the  Ortho- 
paedic Surgeon.  After-care  treatment  is  carried  out  by  the  Ortho- 
paedic Nurse  at  the  Clinics  and  in  the  homes  of  the  children  concerned. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  226  children  of  school  age  on  the 
Register,  and,  in  addition,  65  children  under  school  age.  108  new 
cases  were  ascertained  and  added  to  the  register  during  the  year — 78 
of  school  age  and  30  under  school  age.

The  Orthopaedic  Specialist  carried  out  14  manipulations,  and  11 
operations  at  the  County  Hospital  during  the  operational  sessions.  12 
children  were  put  in  special  plasters. 

47  Children  were  X-rayed  at  the  County  Hospital,  Haverfordwest. 

During  the  year  15  children  of  school  age  and  two  under  five 
were  admitted  to  the  Prince  of  Wales’  Hospital,  Cardiff.  In  addi- 
tion, one  child  of  school  age  and  one  under  five  was  treated  at  the 
Monmouth  County  Hospital  at  Panteg,  owing  to  lack  of  beds  at  the 
Prince  of  Wales  Hospital.  Eight  children  of  school  age  and  two  under 
five  were  treated  at  the  County  Hospital,  Haverfordwest. 

The  waiting  list  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  considerably  re- 
duced, but  there  were  still  six  children  awaiting  admission  to  the 
Prince  of  Wales’  Hospital  and  four  to  the  County  Hospital,  Haverford- 
west. 


ORTHOPAEDIC  CASES  IN  TRAINING. 

Two  boys  are  being  trained  at  Stanmore  Cripples’  Training  Col- 
lege, Middlesex. 

One  girl  is  receiving  education  and  training  at  Halliwick  Cripples’ 
Training  College,  London. 


One  boy  in  training  at  Leatherhead  Cripples’  Training  College, 
Surrey,  was  transferred  to  the  care  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and 
National  Service  on  reaching  the  age  of  16  years. 

One  girl  is  being  trained  in  Shorthand,  Typing  and  Commercial 
subjects  at  Milford  Haven  Modern  Secondary  School. 
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SPECIAL  APPLIANCES. 

Two  boys  have  been  provided  with  artificial  legs.

Six  children  are  wearing  spinal  jackets. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  a large  number  of  simpler  appliances 
iiave  been  supplied  for  correction  of  deformities.

POLIOMYELITIS. 

During  the  epidemic  of  Poliomyelitis  which  affected  many  parts 
of  the  country,  six  Pembrokeshire  School  children  were  notified  as  in- 
fected. Three  cases  occurred  in  one  school  area,  and  it  was  considered 
advisable  to  close  this  school. 

Two  of  the  infected  children  were  admitted  to  the  Prince  of  Wales’ 
Hospital,  Cardiff,  for  treatment,  and  the  others  were  treated  at  home, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Orthopaedic  Specialist. 

The  results  have  been  very  satisfactory;  two  children  have  some 
residual  paralysis  of  one  leg  and  are  wearing  suitable  irons;  one  child 
has  a weak  shoulder  which  will  need  operative  treatment  later;  and 
the  other  two  appear  to  have  fully  recovered. 

HANDICAPPED  CHILDREN. 

There  are  no  Special  Schools  in  the  County  for  educationally  sub- 
normal children,  but  negotiations  are  in  progress  among  the  three 
South-Western  Counties  for  the.  establishment  of  a residential  school 
near  Carmarthen  for  both  educationally  sub-normal  and  maladjusted 
children. 

Special  classes  for  the  educationally  sub-normal  children  are  held 
in  a few  of  the  larger  schools. 

As  stated  in  my  previous  Report,  no  facilities  are  available  within 
reasonable  distance  for  dealing  with  maladjusted  children,  but  it  is 
the  Authority's  intention  either  to  co-operate  with  the  two  contiguous 
counties  in  appointing  a Psychiatrist  or,  alternatively,  to  make  arrange- 
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ments  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  for  the  use  of  the  services  of 
Specialists  employed  by  them. 

DELICATE  AND  PHYSICALLY  HANDICAPPED  CHILDREN. 

The  question  of  establishing  two  residential  schools  for  delicate 
and  physically  handicaped  children,  one  in  the  North  and  the  other  in 
the  North  of  the  County,  is  under  consideration. 

SPEECH  DEFECTS. 

The  Authority  proposes  to  employ  a speech  therapist,  either  for  its 
own  service,  or  jointly  with  a neighbouring  county.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
opportunity  will  be  available  for  selected  teachers  to  undergo  a course, 
or  courses,  in  Lip-reading,  etc.

VISUAL  DEFECTS. 

343  cases  were  submitted  for  refraction  and  attended  eye  clinics 
held  at  convenient  centres  throughout  the  County. 

Six  children  were  referred  to  Dr.  H.  E.  Quick,  the  Opthalmic 
Specialist,  for  special  examination  on  account  of  some  disease  of  the 
eye  which  affected  their  vision. 

Glasses  were  prescribed  in  255  cases. 

EAR,  NOSE  AND  THROAT  DEFECTS. 

151  children  received  operative  treatment  for  unhealthy  Tonsils

and  Adenoids  under  the  Authority’s  Scheme  and  19  were  treated 
privately. 

16  children  were  referred  to  Dr.  Robinson,  the  Ear,  Nose  and 
Throat  Specialist,  for  special  examination.  Five  received  operative 
treatment  and  the  remainder  were  recommended  other  forms  of  treat- 
ment. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

All  cases  of  suspected  tuberculosis  are  referred  to  the  area  Medi- 
cal Officer  of  the  King  Edward  VII.  Welsh  National  Memorial  Associa- 
tion for  special  examination. 

The  number  of  children  of  school  age  examined  during  the  year 
was  159.  Of  these,  two  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  and  four  from  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  45  were 
referred  for  re-examination  later. 

Ten  were  admitted  to  Sanatoria  or  Hospitals  during  the  year. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

It  was  considered  necessary  to  close  39  schools  on  account  of 
Meales,  Whooping  Cough  and  Influenza. 

School  closure  is  resorted  to  only  when  it  is  likely  to  check  the 
spread  of  infection. 

IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA. 

The  work  of  immunisation  was  carried  out  under  the  direction  of 
the  District  Medical  Officers  acting  in  co-operation  with  the  County 
Health  Department. 

Parents  are  encouraged  to  have  their  infants  comp  etely  immunised 
between  9 and  12  months. 

Reinforcing  injections  are  given  later. 

1 1 cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  year,  compared 
with  20  in  1946. 

PROVISION  OF  SCHOOL  MEALS  AND  MILK. 

The  provision  of  meals  includes  both  the  provision  of  milk  and 
mid-day  meals. 

Of  the  152  Elementary  and  Secondary  Schools  in  the  County,  138 
are  served  by  canteens  and  are  provided  with  meals  up  to  their  full 
requirements.

Dental  Officers  for  the  long  periods  involved. 
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During  the  year  we  have  introduced  the  A.,  B.  and  C.  system  of 
Dental  Consent  Forms,  as  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Education, 
i his  system  covers  the  whole  school  life  of  the  child.  Parents  are 
asked  to  sign  either  under  “A”  (consent  to  all  treatment  offered), 
under  “ B ” (consent  with  certain  reservations),  or  under  “ C”  (non- 
acceptance  of  any  form  of  dental  treatment). 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  so  far,  the  majority  of  parents:  over 
90  per  cent,  sign  under  Group  A,  and  less  than  5 per  cent,  under 
Group  C.  From  this  it  can  be  seen  that  there  is  a keen  demand  for 
dental  treatment. 

Mr.  E.  Hilton  commenced  duties  on  release  from  the  Services  in 
October,  1947,  up  to  which  date  all  the  work  was  carried  out  by  one 
fulltime  and  one  part-time  Dental  Officers.
